If .any 
program In the Directory seems to be a likely funding source for a library project, the 
ibrary snould Immediately, contact the responsible administering agency to determine 
If the project falls within th$ program scope. The library should request program 
guidelines, lists/abstracts of previpusl? funded projects, a current application packet" 
(Or q previous year's, packet if the filing deadline has passed), and the/filing deadline 
for the funding cycle. A,4imely call or letter to the appropriate administering agency 
Is an essential first step In the search for project funds.

Section II of this Directory contains an annotated listing of 
20 existing directories, and dther currj^t/recent publications relevant to library- 
related funding sources. The Catalog of Federal Domestic fosistdnce (CFDA) Is the 
primary listing of Federal program sources. Used in conjunctioh with pther Section II , 
publications, and Section III and IV program listings, the reader can obtain a good' 
overview of library-related funding sources and specific programs available through 
the government. A number of Section II publications also include funding sources 
sponsored by thei private sector* 

Section III I Ists.hine Federal programs that provide direct support for library projects. 
Programs are arranged alphabetically by the name of the authorizing Act. Program 
descriptions indlude the CFDA 'number, authorizing legislation, purpose, of the 
program, uses t0 which' funds may be applied, applicant eligibility requirements, the 
type of grant, l^vel of funding, r.angs of grants, average ^rant, application/program 
information source and application closing date when available. 

Library-related- federal programs are listed in Section 1 IV. Seventy-six programs are 
included for whidh libraries are eligible within the scope of each prdgrWi. Programs 
are arranged alphabetically by program title, and program descriptions follow the 
fof^at pf Sfcctiortj III entries. ' 

Section V is a biipliography of publications on the grants application process. It is not 
intended to be comprehensive but is included as a listing of publications that rpay be of 
interest and assistance to the reader as he or she develop^ a strategy in the search for 
project funding* \ 

Federal programs Ijnclu^ed in Sections III and IV are indexed in Section VI providing a 
number of access pointsv to each program. The programs are indexed by* Federal 
agency responsible Tor me program? applicant eligibility, whether State, or local* 
government, an organization, individual, or a combination; authorization an 
alphabetical listing of authorizing Acts for the programs; CFDA number; and subject. 

$tate library agencies are\the contact source for many of the, included Federal 
programs. Section VII Is a lifting of all State/Territorial library ag^pcies. 

Types of Grants . Federal assistance for If^jWy programs/projects included in this 
Directory" falls in one| of two jjrant ftatei^ories — formula grants to States and 
discretionary grants. Il The Administering agency, information/application source* , 
application procedure and deadline will vary depending ypon the grant category of the/ 
program(s). | \ 

Formula grants to Stated provide support fqr the establishment, expansion, innovation 
or improvement of Library programs and not confined to ongoing support of .a specific 
project or,projects. The appropriation for which each State is eligible is determined by 
a formula that takes into accoui™ a number of factors (e.g.: State population, income 
levels, numbers of students in public and private schools). Program formulas are 
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detailed in each programs enabling legislation and each program formula is unique. In 
order to qualify for o formula grant, a State agency must submit an operating plan and 
other required documentation to the appropriate Federal agency detailing the State's 
proposed participation in the program. State/local matching funds are required under 
a number of formula grant programs. Libraries that "want to explore funding 
possibilities under a STtate formula grant should contact the administering State agency 
- usually the State Library or State Department of Education. The State agency will 
provide information on the program, the State criteria fof selection of projects, State 
priorities for funding, application procedures, and the applicability of the specific 
library project to the State's overall program plan. 

Discretionary grants for project grants) are awarded directly from the Federal 
government to entities of the State and local goverment, and to public and private 
nonprofit institutions and organisations. Discretionary programs are intended for 
specific grant purposes, including experimental and demonstration grants', planning 
grants, survey grants, technical Assistance grants, construction grants, fellowships, 
research grants, scholarships, trofn^eships and training grants. Application forms and 
information regarding any library-related discretionary program may be obtained by 
contacting* the responsible Federal agency; •• 

Application Process . A' considerable amount of background preparation is necessary 
before the application process is reached. A library or group of libraries should have 
completed some form of needs assessment, in order to describe reasonably the present 
services and to project future service patterns. Desired services should have been 
ranked in priority order and a plan of action to develop and implement these ranked 
services should have been drafted. From the plan of action, one or more high priority 
projects may likely be identified that require developmental or demonstration funds 
beyond the current library/libraries budget: It is these projects that are considered in 
relation to appropriate„outside funding sources. 

An applicant should consider a number of the following steps in the application process 
when one or more likely funding sources have been- identified for a proposed project: 
(I) contact the administering agency to determine the scope of their program ana* 
whether the proposed project falls within" tfce scope; (2) discuss preapplication and 
application procedures and request necessary application forms; (3) find out thfe 
deadline date for submission of the application; (4) ask if there are any restrictions on 
use of program funds; (5) find out the range and average grant for a project; (6) request 
program guidelines .(including legislated program rules and regulations), annotqted lists 
of recently funded projects, and any other program material that would be of use in 
drafting and submitting a proposal; (7) find out 'if there are program matching 
requirements, and if so, whether cash or inVkind contributions are required; (8) ask if 
there are renewals or extensions of applications and the procedures involved; (9) follow 
all requirements of the program prior to and. in submitting the application; (10) ask the 
administering agen6y for assistance whenever there is any question regarding the s 
program or the application procedure >- applicants may telephone, write fc or visit -the 
agency office directly to initiate the application process; and (It) above "all, mail or 
deliver the application before the deadline date. Applications postmarked after the 
mailing date or hand delivered to the agency after the deadline date will not be 
considered for funding in that funding cycle. 
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This Directory has attempted to include all Federal programs for which libraries are 
currently eligible*. There may be, however, programs f^at were missed or programs 
that were listed about which the reader has some question regarding appropriateness of 
the program(s) for library-related projects. We welcome comments on any aspect of 
this Directory — typ&s of information included, omissions, Directory organization, 
indices to the programs, among other things. We want to make future editions of the 
Directory as useable and useful as possible.

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II. LIBRARY FUNDING SOURCES DIRECTORIES/PUBLICATIONS 

There are a number of useful funding source directories and other publications, that 
are directly or indirectly relevant to libraries and library services. This Section 
provides an annotated listing of 20 publications that will prove helpful to librarians 
who are searching for project funding support. . / 

In conducting a systematic search of Federal programs, the first source to examine 
,s tne Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance (CFDA). / 

Catalog of Fede ral D omestic Assistance, 1979 . Office of Management and 
Budget. Loose-leaf. Washington, IXC, Government Printing Office, dnnual with 
periodic revision, $20.00. / 

The Catalog is the most: comprehensive listing of available Federal programs 
covering v 1 ,0/8 Federal assistance programs, administered by 57 Federal agencies. 
For each program jncfuded, the Catalog lists: the responsible Federal agency: 
program authorization; program objectives; types of ^assistance provided; uses and 
program (use restrictions; applicant eligibility requirements; the application/award 
process (including a description of preapplication coordination, the application 
procedure, the award procedure, application deadlines, range of approval/disapproval 
notification t.me appeals and renewals); assistance* considerations (including 
formula and matching requirements); post assistance "requirements (including 
requ.roments for reports, audits and records); financial information; program 
accomplishments? appropriate regulations and guidelines; information contacts; and 
related programs contained within, the Catalog . ■ * 

Federal programs are arranged in the Catalog by Department/Agency, 
numerically by CFDA number. Programs of po&ible interest to the user may be 
identified through examination of one or more of eight separate indices: an agency 
program index; applicant eligibility indices for individuals, for local governments, 
tor State governments, and far nonprofit organizations and institutions; a functional 
index; a populwr.name index; and a 'subject index. 

Six appendices provide very useful information both to the person-searching 
for appropriate funding sources and to the grantee who is conducting a federalli' 
funded project. The appendices identify Federal agency policy Circulars applicable 
to given programs; program authorization; abbreviations and acronyms; agency 
regional and local office addresses; additional sources of program information; and 
program application deadlines.. ' 

Once the user has- located one or more promising sources of funding, he or she 
should examine a well-formulated checklist of program application procedure steps 
included in the Introductory section of the Catalog . ' The checklist covers many 
important considerations regarding a program as a potential- funding source and the 
appropriateness/desirability of filing an application with a particular program office. 
I he Introduction also includes two new" features: I) two charts, one. diagramming 
the .application procedure from location of a program in the agency index to 
submission of the final application, the other providing a detailed, understandable 
description of the A-95 Ndtification and R.eview System; and 2) a very useful seven- 
page summary of the planning/preparation in the development of a successful grant 
apphcatiorV'Suggestions for Proposal Writing and Following Grant Procedures."

available; application procedures and deadlines; personnel of the funding 
organization' with the address, founding date and telephone number; data concerning 
the interests of the organization as well as cooperative funding, programs.
